Viking Creamery Butter Scores 
Highest in Dominion Average 


(From the Viking News) 


Statistics are, as a rile, very dry and uninteresting reading, and are 
often glanced through very carelessly, but occasionally one gets an eye 
‘opener which qauses one to, sit up and take notice. Such a one is a state- 
ment sent out by the Dominion Department of Agriculture, Dairy and Cold 
Storage Branch, showing the quality of butter graded during the year 1934 
by Dominion Butter Graders. The grades for the Dominion of Canada 
were as follows: 

Boxes aati 1st grade 2nd grade 3rd grade, no grade Average

This looks like a pretty good showing for the Dominion. 85.41% of 


‘the butter graded went into the first class, But when one comes to the pro- 
vince of Alberta the showing is not quite so good. The grades for the pro- 
vince were as follows: 
Boxes graded ist grade 2nd grade 38rd grade no grade Average 
per cent percent percent percent Score Points 
265,960 78.01 15.04 6.23 0.72 91.065 

Here we find that only 78.01% of the butter went into the first class, 
or 7.4% less than the average for the! Dominion, which would point tothe 
fact that our province is careless with respect to the quality of butter fat 
delivered to the creameries; or else our creamery operators aré not produc- 
ing the quality of butter that they should from the cream delivered, What- 
ever the reason it is apparent that something should be done about it. Al- 
herta is a great dairying province.and if we are to continue holding a mar- 
ket in British Columbia and in) Eastern Canada we will have to produce a 
quality at least equal to the average for the Dominion, and if we are to 
command a premium, which is always desirable, we will have to produce a 
commodity that is better than the average. 

“Familiarity. breeds contempt” and “A»prophet is not without honor 
save in his own country” are expressions with which we are all familiar and 
the.truth of which we are forever being confronted with, which leads us to 
the really startling thing about these statistics. On making enquiry at our 
local creamery as to the grades (and speaking of grades that means that 
every pound of butter that was made in the factory is included in this 
memorandum) of butter for last year we find that for the Viking Co-oper- 
ative Creamery the records are as follows: 

‘Boxes graded. 1st grade 2nd grade 8rd grade no grade Average 
per cent percent. percent percent Score Points 
8,708 96.2 3.8 none * none 92.444 

Imagine! 96. 2% of the butter went into first grade, and of the bal- 
ancé all, or the small percentage of 8.8 was second grade. None of third 
grade and none of no grade. This is truly startling information for those 
of us who did not heretofore know, and it reflects most commendably not 
only on the farmers who delivering cream to this factory but on the cream- 
ery operators as well, for the farmers must be delivering good cream and 
the creamery men must be making the very best butter possible out of that 
cream. 


This Viking Creamery is: an organization which has been in our 


; midst for over twenty-five years, and maybe we are inclined to just’ take it 


for granted, but statistics such as these bring us up with a jolt and force 
us to realize that this thing which we have for so long-been taking for 


‘|granted is something of which we should be justly proud; which is-a tre- 
\mendous asset to our town, and which should be-supported, boosted’ ‘and 


encouraged in every way possible. 

Records of the creamery show that in the last twenty years this fac- 
tory thas turned out over seven million pounds of butter. Four years ago 
the make went over the half million pound mark for the year and has been 
over that mark each year since. Twenty years ago the make was less than 
an eighth of a million pounds a year. The most phenomenal increase was 
in the year 1922 when the make more than doubled that of the previous 
year. 

Just a few years ago the Viking Co-operative Creamery Association 
adopted a very appropriate, artistic and arresting wrapper for their prints; 
a picture of an old sea sover’s ship anchored in a bay and some stalwart 
armoured Norsemen on the shore. When we see one of these wrappers ‘we 
are sure that the product enclosed thereby is of the first quality, and we do 
not hesitate to purchase it for what it is, good, clean, wholesome butter 
made in our own Viking Co-operative Creamery.

Scores Aberhart Plan 


Says “It Can’t Be Done” 


- Ex-Premier Brownlee addressed a 
large gathering in the Elks hall last 
Friday evening, the main topic of: his 
address being devoted to Social 
Credit,:‘or an attempt to show what 
he believed to be the fallacies of the 
Aberlart proposals. : 

He spent a few minutes in defense 
of the present U.F.A.-C/C.F. govern- 
ment, stating briefly that they had 
maintained the credit of the province 
and that public services had received 
sympathetic consideration. 

Monetary reform was not the most 
important problem facing the people 
of the province but rather the wheat 
problem was the crux of -the situa- 
tion. Under the Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act, stated the ex-premier, the 
mortgage companies had not been 
hit hard enough. He mentioned: that 

people needed a “breathing spac2” 
but did not elaborate on the idea. It 

was believed he hinted’ towards a 
moratorium on all debts, ; 

He :denounced the Aberhart pro- 
posals of Social Credit as hopeless, a 
tragedy, and doomed to disaster, and 
predicted that if a (Social Credit gov- 
ernment went into. power it will go 
down to oblivion in a short time. 

He said that Mr. Aberhart never 
answers the question, “Where do you 
get the money to carry out your 
scheme?” and claimed if Aberhart’s 
plan was put into operation it would 
multiply taxes eight or ten times. 

Reviews Proposals 

He reviewed Mr. Aberhart’s pro- 
posals for a $25 per month basic 
dividend; a just price for commodit- 
ies and a continuous flow of credit, 
as well as proposed loans to farmers 
of $1,500. 

“Loans of $1,500 for 90,000 farm- 
ers amounts merely to $135,000,000,
